4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 44, 48, 49, 53, and 85, none of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, 
discloses an apparatus for filtering emboli including, inter alia, a guide wire and a self- 
expanding filter sac or a filter element disposed for rotation on a distal region of the 
guide wire and including a self-expanding strut and filter sac, where the guide wire 
includes a distal stop or a stop on the distal region, or where the guide wire has a first 
portion having a first diameter and a distal region having a second diameter greater 
than the first diameter. With respect to claims 65, 67, 68, 92, 93, and 96-99, none of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method of filtering emboli from

blood flowing through a vessel, the method including, inter alia, providing a guide wire 
and a filter element disposed for translation on the guide wire, and deploying the filter 
element to engage a wall of the vessel, where the guide wire has a distal stop.
